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Claim (single) : 

A pouring mouth characterized in that a temperature sending 
mark 2 which shows, by sensing, the temperature of a passing 
liquid, is attached to a suitable place of the outer surface of 
a main body 1. 

Related disclosure : 

As shown in the drawings, this invention is constituted by 
attaching, to a suitable place of the outer surface of a main 
body 1, a temperature sensing mark 2 which shows, by sensing, the 
temperature of a passing liquid. 

The main body 1 consists of a cylinder, its lower end is made 
a fitting part 15 so as to be fitted to the mouth part Aa of a 
container A or the like of live beer, a flange 11 is proived imme- 
diately above said fitting portion, and a knob piece 12 is integraly 
disposed in a suitable location of said flange. Further, the pour- 
ing mouth is curved in the form of letter ^ forwardly in the mid- 
course, almost all parts in the inside are structured in a pouring 
passage 13, a slender air suction passage 14 is formed in the rear 
portion of said pouring passage 13, and all said members are formed 
integrally "and suitably by synthetic resin. 

The temperature sensing mark 2 is provided by label or printing 
on the rear surface of the main body 1, and it is adapted such that 
it displays the characters, various kinds of devices, trademark, 
etc. such as "great goodness"; "goodness", "one more cup please" 
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and the like by means of a material which changes the color or 
color tone at a temperature near zero degree, and when the tempe- 
rature of the passing liquid is close to zero degree the degree is 
sensed so as to appear. 
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
